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Talented scholars 
sought by university 


Plans for a drive to establish 
the Presidential . Scholar 
Program at Southern, Llinois 
University at Edwardsville — 
announced in Thursday’s issue 
— have been unveiled to the 
SIUE Foundation board of 
directors. 

University President Kenneth 
A. Shaw said more than 30,000 
persons in the area will be 
reached through the Foundation 
with the message that “the 
margin of excellence is 
dependént on private support.” 

Dr. Shaw said SIUE needs 
talent grants to attract and 
retain outstanding students. 

His Presidential Scholar 

am proposes to award 
talent grants to students or 
prospective students who have 
demonstrated ‘‘that extra in- 
tellectual spark and drive that 
mark them as outstanding now, 
with potential for greatness in 
the future.” 

Citing the severe limitations 
of a ‘bare-bones budget” im- 
posed by cutbacks in public 
support — and the fact that 
some public funds, especially 
through state scholarships, are 
being diverted to private in- 
stitutions — President Shaw 
said educational opportunities 
are being denied many bright 
or talented students. 

“From the standpoint of the 
growth of the university, the 
presence of this bright, talented 
student .on our campus is 
crucial in our drive for 
authentic excellence,’’ Dr. 
Shaw said. 


“If the university is to 
achieve its aspirations for 
excellence, we will have to be 
constantly striving to upgrade 
the quality of our student 
body.” 


ly. 

The president predicted the 
region, as well as the univer- 
sity, will benefit by the program 
to attract scholars. ‘As the 
university grows better, the 
caliber of service we can give to 
the region will produce com- 
mensurate benefits. We must 
all prosper together."’ 

Dr. Shaw emphasized that the 
majority of SIUE graduates are 
remaining in this region to 
become ‘leaders in business, 
industry, the professions’ and 
public affairs.

surprised that the plans for the 
offices allotted to the assessor 
in the new building call for such 
a small space to accommodate 
13 deputy assessors, field men 
and ‘clerks who occupy the 
present rented offices on 
Niedringhaus Avenue. 

Alderman Lloyd Bailey of the 
Fifth Ward, who is chairman of 
the City Council’s Building 
Committee, reported to the 
council last week that Cruse had 
discussed the matter with him. 
He said Cruse had pointed out 
that office accommodations in 
the new building for Supervisor 
Nelson Hagnauer “are con- 
siderably larger” than those 
designated for the assessor's 
office, although Hagnauer has 
only five employes. 

“I have no objection to 
Hagnauer having a large of- 
fice,” Cruse said. “In fact, 1, 
think he needs it because there 
should be privacy in booths for 
interviewing welfare clients. 

“But we have 13 employes 
who need working room. We 
also have extensive filing 
requirements. We need con- 
siderable room and there is no 
way I am going to move our 
work crew into the new building 
under the present 
arrangements,” he said. 

The council took no action on 
Bailey’s report and the matter 
was filed after Mayor Paul 
Schuler remarked that Cruse’s 
best recourse was to meet with 
Hagnauer and talk the matter 
over with him. 

The cofincil during a Town 
Board meeting last week also 
approved a series of salary 
increases for employes of the 
assessor's office and authorized 
payment of retroactive salaries 
to May 1 in accordance with the 
increases. 

The salaries for the period 
Oct. 1 to Oct. 15 and retroactive 
pay were included in a Town 
Fund bill list and payroll ac- 
count totaling $28,793 that was 
approved by the aldermen 

The accounts included a total 
of $17,585 in salaries that in- 
cluded $11,518 in retroactive 
pay. Also included in the $17,585, 
were the semi-monthly salary 
of $650 for Cruse and the $350 
semi-monthly salary for 
Hagnauer. Both officials also 
receive $100 per month for 
expenses. 

After the bill list was 
presented, Alderman Ronald 
Coleman of the Seventh Ward 
asked if the Finance Committee 
had checked the assessor's 
budget to determine if the 
salary increases could-be made. 

Warren Decatur, alderman of 
the Fourth Ward and a member 
of the Finance Committee, said 
he had been told by Cruse that 
the total salaries, after the 
raises, were within the office's 
$120,000 budget for salaries this 
year. 

Decatur said the assessor's 
total annual salary bill totals 
about $116,000 after the salary 
increases are considered. 

“Cruse told me that he 
granted the increases to raise 
his employes more in line with 
salaries of other municipal 
employes. I believe the raises 
are in line,’’ Decatur said. 

Cruse told the 'Press-Record 
the salary raises averaged 
around $100 per mdnth, with 
slight variation in cases where 
salaries had been extremely 
low. 

The bill list showed that, prior 
to the increases, most deptuy 
assessors in Cruse’s office 
received salaries ranging from 
$450 to $772 per month.

When the Illinois General 
Assembly reconvenes Oct. 24, it 
should give top priority to two 
important unemployment in- 
surance issues that affect 
economic growth in this state. 

We urge passage of 


legislation to put Illinois in | 


compliance with the federal UI 
law and avert heavy fines on 
Illinois businesses. 

A business could be fined as 
much as $174.60 per employe 
next January if the legislative 
fails to pass the federal UI 
compliance amendments 
pending in 1.236. 

The penalties could cost a 
firm with 25 employes $4,365. 

Statewide, the cost to Illinois 
business is an estimated $600 
million to $700 million. 

“But the legislature must act 
immediately upon reconvening, 
for Nov. 10 is the. federal 
deadline for Ilinois to certify to 
the U.S. Department of Labor 


that the state is in compliance. 

To do this, state legislation 
must have been passed, signed 
into law and delivered to the 
Labor Department in 
Washington in time to allow 
review and certificaton by Nov. 
10. 

In addition, U] eligibility 
standards must be tightened in 
Illinois and the right to 
challenge questionable claims 
must be returned to the em- 
ployer. 

This becomes even more 
critical because almost a half- 
million public employes will be 
eligible for UI benefits on Jan. 
1, 1978. Such legislation is now 
pending in Springfield. 

Action on these two vital 
unemployment insurance issues 
is a must if we are to sustain 
and enhance economic growth 
in the state of Illinois.

Non-street officials receive the 
blame for bad streets—Kelahan 


To the Editor: 

Results of the recent 
referendum on whether the 
superintendent of streets should 
be elected or appointed bring 
out some interesting facts. 

The superintendent of streets 
and his followers, under a 
misnome!called ‘The People’s 
Right to Vote Committee” — 
which could just as easily have 
been called the ‘Outs Want In’” 
Committee — collected 8,000 
signatures in order to bring this 
referendum about. 

Results of the election show 
that 43 per cent of these 8,000 
persons signing the petitions 
either changed their minds or 
didn't know what they were 
signing, because they didn't 
vote. 


The superintendent of streets 
and his followers in the ‘Outs 
Want In Committee” publicly 
looked on the referendum as a 
“popularity contest.” The good 
superintendent utilizing the 
front page of the Press-Record 
urged the voters to vote “Yes” 
in the referendum. 

There are 19,000 registered 
voters in the city. The election 


results show that only 23 per 
cent of the registered voters 
voted ‘Yes,’ 2 per cent voted 
“No” and 75 per cent of the 
voters didn’t heed the call of the 
superintendent of streets and 
the “Outs Want In Committee’’ 
at all 7 

It appears that the “popular” 
thing to do was to stay home, 
thereby giving silent approval 
to the action of the outgoing City 
Council, even though this 
doesn’t mean a thing officially. 

There being little if any 
organized opposition to those 
who were publicly advocating a 
“Yes” vote, getting 23 per cent 
of the registered voters to af- 
firm their position does not 
seem like much of a mandate. 

In fact, if there is a mandate 
at all, it is the silent mandate of 
75 per cent of the registered 
voters. 

For the record, I was among 
the two per cent who voted 
“No.” 

My vote was based on my 
entitled opinion that having the 
superintendent of streets 
responsible to the City Council 
and mayor is the most efficient, 


economic and responsible

Imagine the administrative 
boondoggle if every department 
head, chief, secretary, etc., 
were responsible only ‘to the 
voters at election time. 

The Council and the mayor 
are the ones who have to take 
the rap from the people for bad 
streets, sewers, weeds, etc., and 
they should not have to wait for 
an election to ‘remedy 
irresponsibility if it occurs.

Treatment staff's sick leave justified 


To the Editor: 

In a recent Press-Record 
article _ entitled “Sick leave 
abuse?,'’ the Granite City 
Sewage Treatment Plant was 
singled out from among the 
city’s major departments to 
have paid out the: largest 
amount of sick leave benefits 
this year. 
The article noted that city- 
wide sick leave benefits paid out 
so far this year represent a 28.1 
per cent increase over the total 
for last year, and that such 
benefits paid ‘employes of the 
treatment plant this year have 
more than doubled the figure 
for all of 1976. 

Ideas to remedy the situation 
were discussed in the article by 
several councilmen. 

What the article failed to 
point out is the fact that during 
‘a six-month period in 1977, 
seven employes of the treat- 
ment plant were stricken by 
serious personal illnesses 
requiring | long-term 
hospitalization and  con- 
valescence. 

Sick leave benefits paid these 
seven. men during this six- 
month’ period amounted to 82 
per cent. of the total siek leave 
paid out during these months, 
and 66 per cent ofthe total for 
the year. 

These men were veteran 
employes, genuinely ill under a 
doctor's care, and they most 
certainly did not abuse the sick 
leave agreement: 

Had these men not conserved 
their sick leave down through 


their years of empléyment, they 
would not have accumulated 
enough benefit days to cover the 
length of their illnesses. 

Two councilmen were quoted 
in the article to have the opinion 
that too many sick leave claims 
were being made on Mondays 
and Fridays, giving the 
claimant a “long weekend.” 

Examination of the treatment 
plant’s records from March 
through August shows that the 
majority .of sick leave claims 
are made on Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays. 

The article also failed to 
acknowledge the fact that, 
although sick leave payments 
have grown substantitally this 
year, the payroll has grown 
right along with it. 

‘The treatment plant alone has 
undergone a multi-million- 
dollar expansion program in the 
last two years in order to meet 
fedearal requirements as a 
regiona] treatment facility. 

The total work force 
necessary to operate the plant 
has doubled as a resuyJt of this 
expansion and, with such an 
increase in employes, one would 
naturally assume that sick leav 
claims would increase also. 

The wastewater treatment 
industry — is universally 
recognized as being fairly 
hazardous. 

Let's face it, folks, processing 
sewage ign’t the healthiest 
occupation in the world. Sewage 
contains many disease-causing 
pathogenic bacteria.
